TOILED HARD FOR SUCCESS 


Great Sculptor Knew Many Vlolsal- 


tudes Before His Genius Compelled 


World's Acknowledgment. 


The old, old story of genius tolling 


ngqlnst adversity and winning the 
struggle Is ever repenting Itself—and 
Is ever interesting. Rodin, tho great 
Trench sculptor, climbed the ladder 
laboriously, but with such a persist- 
ence that fame could not escape him. 
In "Rodin, the Man and Ills Art," Miss 
Judith Cladel tells how tho young ar- 
tist, In order to live, applied himself 
to varied occupations. 


He chipped at stone and marble, he 


drew sketches for the fashionable Jew- 
elers of Paris, and he made articles 
of decorative nrt ordered by manufac- 
turers. Despite a considerable loss of 
time he obtained by that means a true 
apprenticeship In art, and finally was 
able to realize his first dream—to have 
an atelier of Ids own.

Money was scarce In 


the government coffers at the time, 
and Edward could not afford the ex- 
pense of a coronation. Tho four later 
wives of Henry VIII, Anne Boleyn's 
successors—Jane Seymour, Anno of 
Cleves, Catherine Howard and Cather- 
ine Parr—were never publicly crowned 
as queen consorts. Perhaps it was be- 
cause Henry thought It would cause 
ridicule to have coronations occur as 
frequently as his marriages. Henrietta 
Maria, the wife of Charles I, being a 
strict Catholic, refused to take part 
In a state function which would com- 
pel her to partake of the sacrament ac- 
cording to the rites of the Church of 
England. Sophia Dorothea, thu wife 
of George I, and mother of George II, 
was never recognized as queen of Eng- 
land, and therefore cannot be classed 
us 'one of Britain's uncrowned queens. 
Caroline of Brunswick, the wife of 
George IV, was not permitted to be 
present In Westminster hall at his 
coronation.

Throughout the in- 
spection and review, the high, morale ex 
isting in all ranks was evident. 


Arriving in France in May, the fourth 


division was first engaged'in tho Marno 
counter-offensh'C on. July as a part 
the French sixth army. Detachments 
aided-in tho crossing of the Ourcq, am' 
on August 3-4 tho division advanced to 
the Vesle. In the reduction of tho St 
Mihiel salient, it carried its objectives 
with effectiveness and precision. 
For 


the opening attack of tho Mcuso-Ar 
gonno 
offensive, the fourth 
division 


was put into tho line as tho center unit 
of the third corps and by its aggros 
sivenoss made a total advance of 1.' 
kilometers despite continued and hcavj 
resistance. 


As a part of tho third army, the di 


vision participated in the march into 
Germany and the subsequent 
occupa 


tion of enemy territory. I am pleased 
to mention the excellent conduct of the 
men in these difficult circumstances, for 
which, as well as for their services in 
battle, they are due the gratitude of 
the nation. 


I wish to express to each man my ap- 


preciation of tho splendid 
work that 


has been done and tho assurance of my 
continued interest in his welfare.

STATION IN SIBERIA 


Vladivostok, Siberia, 


March 1, 1919. 


Dear Folks at Home: 


deceived your most welcome letter, 


unmber 18, but have not received num- 
ber 17, but guess I will before you get 
this one, and hope I do. I think this 
wSJl reach you folks some time in April. 


I guess the orange ranchers are hav- 


ing, some time from wliatjlhe clipping 
says and wish you would- Bond mo all 
there is about it, for I am very much 
interested in. tho orange game and want 
to keep up with what is going on in 
that lino. 


Well, our spring has started, and 


March has started like a lion, and 1 
hope it will go out like a lamb, as tho 
old saying goes. 


We had a stag donee the other night 


and it was very good, but it HOIIIH funny 
to have a stag dance when there are 
so many fine looking and young Rus- 
sian'ladies around whore wo arc and 
not have them come. But they can not 
talk very much with us fellows, though 
they are learning real fast. The kids 
have got so they can ask for gum, and 
most everyone will ask a soldier wheth- 
er ho is a U. S. A. or some other allied 
soldier. Most everyone you sec, young, 


old, 
all kinds, will be chewing gum, for 


that is one thing that we can get all 
wo want of at our canteen. That is 
tho only .thing I know of that we can 
buy as cheap over .here as one can in 
the States. 


There is one thing that I have found 


"out, 
and that is that hot cakes go just 


a* good for dinner or supper as they 
do for breakfast for me. My bunkies 
and I go over to tho canteen most ev- 
ery day and got some hot cakes and 
eggs, and one gets three eggs for one 
order, where it was only two in tho 
States. They cost twenty cents, and if 
you get one it costs just the same. So 
you see how our spare money goes for 
something to eat that we cannot get' in 
the company chow, and wa can eat 
most all the time if wo can only g<?t it 
to eat. Wo can get oranges that come 
from Japan. They cost us five cents 
each and are of very poor grade, but 
most anything that looks like an or- 
ange sure is good and is a treat, I am 
surely going to make up for lost time 
when I get back to sunny California, 
ami then I hope they will be of tho best 
grade.
